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Walker recalled as generous community leader

John Walkei; one of Niagara's most distin¬ 
guished entrepreneurs and generous philan¬ 
thropists, died at his home last Thursday sur¬ 
rounded by his lamily. 

As the fourth-generation former co-owner 
of Walker Industries with his brother Norris, 
he was known in the region for his generosity 
in many areas, both through the family busi¬ 
ness and personally. 

While health care and the arts were often 
the beneficiaries of his public altruism, those 
who knew him say his giving was never 
about recognition, and he was quick to qui¬ 
etly help out anyone in need. 

Jackie Phelan, his personal assistant for 
more than 20 years, said Walker’s philan¬ 
thropy was a family legacy, something he 
learned from his parents John and Nora—a 
legacy that will continue with the next gen- 

But it also came from the deep caring 
within that he held for other people. 

“He had a boundless capacity to care for 
everyone he touched," she said. 

And he touched a lot of people, “more 
than we’ll ever know.” 

If he heard someone had a problem, he 
wanted to help, she said. 

“His heart was open, and he listened. He 
heard what people were saying, and if he 
could do something about it he would.” 

His faith was important to him, she said, 
as was his business but family was his first 
priority. 

He developed Niagara Waste Systems as a 
solution for the rehabilitation of the worked- 
out area of the quarry on the border of Tho- 
rold and Niagara Fails, and in the case of the 
Vineland Quarries, an award-winning vine- 

He had a dear vision, said Phelan, of tak¬ 
ing the empty quarries and doing something 
positive with them. 

And when he tackled something, she said, 
"he thought big, and he taught me to think 
big. He wanted experiences to be memora¬ 
ble, and he wanted to create big memories, 
but he never forgot the little details.” 

She points to the Touch-a-Truck events 
he sponsored at Niagara College. He and his 
wife, Carol, had seen something similar on a 
much smaller scale, with emergency vehi¬ 
cles for kids to see up close, when they were 
visiting their grandchildren in the U.S. 


"Carol wanted to do something similar 
here, and John said, 'I know where we can 
get some vehicles. 1 ”' 

The event, held every other year, not only 
brings together emergency vehicles but 
indudes a variety of huge Walker Industry 
construction machines, dump trucks and 
more, raising money for children's literacy 

But just as important to John, said Phelan, 
was creating memories for the little boy who 
was going to have the opportunity to sit in 
one of those constructionvehides. 

In Niagara-on-the-Lake, where John 
and Carol lived, they were well-known and 
highly regarded fortheir support ofthe Shaw 

Jill Planche, retired now, was director of 


the years when it had an aggressive capital 
campaign to build the new production cen¬ 
tre and also build up an endowment fund. 

“He was a tremendous ally during those 
years. He thought like a philanthropist, and 
he would sit quietly and listen, and then he 
would offer his advice. Apart from his own 
generosity, it was his advice that he could 
offer, because he was a philanthropist at 
heart, that I'll be eternally grateful fori’ 

Planche said she worked in the fundrais¬ 
ing field for 35 years, and met a lot of good 
people, “but with John, you knew he was 
giving from his heart. He talked a lot about 
growing up with philanthropy, and the 
importance of giving back to your commu¬ 
nity. To him it wasn’t just about money, it 
was a way of living and thinking of others. 
There was always a thoughtfulness to his giv¬ 
ing, and he was a great resource for advice.” 

He was also a major sponsor of the pop¬ 
ular Shaw Festival Film Series, which brings 
critically acclaimed films and documenta¬ 
ries to the Festival Theatre during the winter 

When the idea was first conceived, with 
Carol at the helm, there was no money for 
a projection system. John, says Planche, 
offered to lend the money to purchase it 

back, but we were able to return it And he 
promptly gave it back to us,” said Planche. 

"I was very fond of him. He'll be missed." 

There were many other beneficiaries of 
his generosity, both in time and financial 
donations. 

He received dozens of entrepreneurial and 
achievement awards, and served as chair or 


member of several boards including 
the Shaw Festival, Shaver Hospital, 
Knox Presbyterian Church, Ridley 
College, AIDS Niagara, the YMCA, 
the Niagara Peninsula Children's 
Centre Foundation and was honor¬ 
ary chair of the St. Catharines Gen¬ 
eral Hospital Foundation's Break¬ 
through Health Care campaign. 

He was also an executive in resi¬ 
dence at Brock University, where in 
2001, he was bestowed with a hon¬ 
orary doctorate; and he was awarded 
the Golden Jubilee Medal honour¬ 
ing his many philanthropic achieve-

the It’s Our Time campaign for the 
new St Catharines hospital, which

raised more than $40 million, and 
was a member of the Niagara-on- 
the-Lake arm of the fundraising 
committee that successfully met its 
target of $2.8 million. 

But perhaps the gift he and his 
family will be best remembered 
for was the donation of $5 million 
toward the construction of the Nia¬ 
gara Regional Cancer Centre at the 
new hospital in St. Catharines. It 
was the largest private donation ever 
made in Niagara and was given by 
the Walker family and Walker Indus¬ 
tries, under the leadership of John 
and Norris. 

“John Walker was an exemplary 
leader, and his decades of serv¬ 
ice to health care helped to build 


a stronger Niagara. His generos¬ 
ity and vision will continue to have 
an impact long into the future,” said 
NHS OneFoundation board chair¬ 
man Joe Maggiolo. 

Local businessman Archie Katz- 
man was co-chairman with Walker 
of the Niagara North branch of the 
It's Our Time campaign, but more 
than that, Katzman says, he consid¬ 
ered Walker a mentor and a friend. 

"He was everything you could 
want in a friend," said Katzman. 

“He was a real gentleman all the 
way through. With John, a hand¬ 
shake was always enough.

Oversight, staffing and sale of lands

L ast Tuesday, town council held a special 
meeting to learn more about develop¬ 
ment charges, discuss project oversight and 
staffing of the new community centre, and 
move ahead on land sales/development. 
Development charges: 

A provincial expert in development charges 
affirmed that over the next 30 years, the town 
is eligible to collect at least $12.1 million from 
the recreation services portion of the town’s 
development charges. Development charges 
will also fully-fund all interest costs. 

Because this revenue will only be for the 
indoor recreation services portion of the 
collectable development charges, funds will 
still be available to help pay for other growth 


related infrastructure throughout the town 
— including roads, water, wastewater, fire 
services, library services and transit. 

Project oversight: 

Council approved establishing a corn- 

will ensure the project will be constructed 
on time and on budget. The small, volun¬ 
teer committee will supervise the project’s 
schedule, budget, quality of construction, 
final design, health and safety, and other risk 
mitigation measures. It will provide monthly 
reports to council (and to the public at www. 
pelham.ca/community-centre). Council will

Council also approved the CAO's recom¬ 
mendation to hire a financial specialist on 
contract (18 to 24 months] to oversee all 
financial elements of the community centre 


and the east Fonthill development. This dedi¬ 
cated position will not only provide constant 
financial management, but will also allow 
current staff to maintain the rest of the town's 
operations. 

Staffing for the centre: 

The human resources director presented 
the first iteration of the proposed staffing 
needs to operate the Pelham community 
centre. The operating pro forma presented to 
council in March — which shows it will cost 
approximately $ 110,000 per year to operate 
the centre — contained $611,699 for new 
staffing. While this first-draft shows 18 new 
staff — four full-time, six part-time and eight 
seasonal — staffing details will continue to be 
refined over the coming months as the town 
prepares to open the facility. 

Sale of lands: 

Council reviewed a comprehensive 


inventory of all the lands that could be 

for development. Council further directed 
staff to develop a strategy, including the 
drafting of conceptual plans, for the sale 
the east Fonthill surplus lands (19.75 
acres) and the Haist Street arena prop¬ 
erty (8.2 acres). Council also approved 
an environmental impact study so that 
12 tax-sale-lots owned by the town on 
the unopened portion of Balfour Street 
(between Chantler and Webber roads) 
might be sold. 

Council continues to take steps to monitor

A Niagara Falls man who traded 
drugs for sexual favours with a female 
acquaintance has been sentenced to 
time served after he pleaded guilty to 
assaulting the woman. 

Bernard Horth, 55, was sentenced to 
30 days after pleading guilty Tuesday in 
Ontario Court of Justice in St. Catharines 


to assault and failing to comply with 
a court order.

Niagara Catholic forming its own sports league

Starting this fall, football, basketball and 
volleyball teams at the eight Catholic high 
schools in Niagara will compete in a new 

Niagara Catholic District School Board 
trustees TUesdaynight endorsed the creation 
of the Niagara Catholic Athletic Association. 

The high schools are now in the Niagara 
Regional High School Athletic Association 
(NRHSAA) along with those of Niagara Dis¬ 
trict School Board, private, French and inde¬ 
pendent systems. 

The Niagara regional association covers 
Zones 3 and 4 of the Southern Ontario Sec- 


Physical education consultant Mike Shea- 
han said itwould mean “we would withdraw 

from Zone 3 and Zone 4 league play for all 
team sports. 

"At the end of league play, Niagara Catho¬ 
lic schools would return to their traditional 
Zones 3 and 4 to participate in SOSSA quali¬ 
fication games and events.” 

For individual athlete sports, such as cross 
country or track and field,, “our request is to 
remain in respective zones and participate 
fully with NRHSAA membership.” 

The move to a new association came as a 
result of frustrations over an inability of the 
Catholic high schools to influence decisions 
by the regional association. They were con¬ 
sistently outvoted on matters of constitu¬ 
tion, scheduling, out of boundary qualifica¬ 
tions and other issues, Sheahan said 

Philosophical differences came up with 




In some sports, for example, the Catho¬ 
lic schools would prefer evening games and 
other scheduling arrangements. 

While Niagara Catholic representatives 
get along well with those in the regional 
association, he said, Niagara Catholic felt it 
did not have a significant voice m decision¬ 
making. 

"By providing opportunities for input in 
the organization and constitutional struc¬ 
ture, we are confident that decisions can be 
consistendy monitored and appropriately 
revised to enhance and benefit our stu¬ 
dents' athletic experience," Sheahan said in 
his report 

Hamilton and Waterloo regions and Lon¬ 
don have seen similar sports splits by Cath¬ 
olic schools. 

At the end of June, Niagara Catholic will 
meet representatives from the four SOSSA 
zones to discuss arrangements. Zones 3 and 
4 cover Niagara while Zones 1 and 2 serve 
Hamilton and area. 

While the Niagara Catholic Athletic Asso¬ 
ciation will begin with the region's eight 
Catholic high schools, its membership will 
remain flexible. Others schools within the 
region, such as independent or private high 
schools, are welcome to join, Sheahan said 

They would have to accept the new asso¬ 
ciation's procedures and its “play like a 
champion” philosophy. It is a coaching sys¬ 
tem developed by University of Notre Dame 
to strengthen players' ethics as well as play¬ 
ing skills.

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Family grieving after dogs poisoned

The suspicious deaths of two Pyrenees 
mountain dogs have left a huge hole that can 
never be filled in the hearts of a Fort Erie fam¬ 
ily- 

Megan Sunners was visiting a friend a few 
hours away from home on May 18 when she 
received a call from her mother; Martha Sker- 

“My mom said both dogs were very sick 
and they were lethargicSunners said. 

"At first we thought it may have been a tick 
bite. Never in our wildest dreams did we think 
something like this would happen." 

Seven-year-old Shasta, who was adopted 
from a farm as a puppy, couldn’t walk. The 
135-pound dog was lifted using a bed sheet 
and placed into a car 

Thor, a six-year-old 170-pound dog, was 
losing his balance but he managed to walk to 
another waiting car and lifted inside. 

Both dogs were dnven to the Niagara Vet¬ 
erinary Emergency Clinic in Thorold 

Too upset to drive, Sunners left her friend's 
home at 6 the next morning and drove straight 
to the animal hospital 

"Shasta had really bad seizures and pain. 
She died at 2 am. that morning.” 

When Sunners greeted Thor, he was 
“happy" to see her 

"Thor had an IV placed in him. He kept col¬ 
lapsing when he stood up. He was so excited 
to see me. He licked me and kissed me," Sun¬ 
ners said. 

"He was sort of acting like himself so I 
thought he would be OK.” 

Despite the best efforts of staff at the ani¬ 
mal hospital, Thor could not be saved and 
died a fewhours after Shasta. 

“Thor’s mouth had no moisture, he had 
respiratory problems and most of his organs 
were failing," Sunners said. 

"The vet told us he had no chance to five. I 
made the decision to euthanize him. I didn’t 
want him to suffer anymore." 

Sunners spent her last moments with Thor 
beside him. 

"I laid down with him and pet him. I told 
him he was a good boy. He went with no 

She said her family's dogs "were delib¬ 
erately and maliciously poisoned” on their 
Mathews Road property. 

The veterinarian that cared for Shasta and 
Thor “found evidence of poison after testing 
both dogs.” 

"When we came home we called the police 
and two detectives were sent out They took 
our statements and collected evidence,” Sun¬ 
ners said. 

The dogs called a 1,500 square-foot enclo¬ 
sure, surrounded by trees, home during the 

“They were not indoor dogs but they came 


inside the house every night so they didn’t 

Sunners said detectives discovered 
tainted meat in the dogs’ pen. “(Shasta and 
Thor) would have had to ingest a significant 
amount to be poisoned like they were," she 
said. “We were told the poison had to have 
been ingested at least 72 to 24 hours before 
they started showing any signs.” 

Sunners was told there was nothing she 
could have done to save the dogs' lives. 

"We would have had to discover it (the poi¬ 
son) within one to three hours (of it being 
ingested by the dogs) to have any chance to 
save them.” 

Sunners said she and her family are trying 
their best to heal from the pain caused by the 
loss oftheir dogs. "It would help our family to 
know that people care and if they know any¬ 
thing to please call the police. We really want 
to find outwho did this,” she said. 

"Both of these dogs did not have a mean 
bone in their bodies. They were more than 
just family pets. Without them, our house is 
really quiet now.” 

Sunners said her family has created a Go 
Fund Me Page with all of the proceeds to be 
donated to Welland and District Humane 
Society from where Thor was adopted. 
The page can be found at www.gofundme. 
com/4shasta-thor. 

"We wanted to do something and this is 
one way to show we are against animal cru¬ 
elty,” Sunners said. 

Niagara Regional Police Const. Leslie 
Sardella said police are “still actively investi¬ 
gating the incident" 

She said police are aware of two other inci¬ 
dents in the past year where poisoning was 
suspected. Neither of those incidents were 
confirmed to be caused as a result of poison. 

"Given only two reported incidents in the 
past year I would say that it is not common," 
she said. 

Sardella said it is important for anyone with 
information about this incident to call police, 
or make an anonymous phone call to Crime 
Stoppers. 

“As with solving any criminal investiga¬ 
tion, evidence must exist to charge some¬ 
nesses or video evidence greatly assists the 
police in solving a crime,” she said. “Sus¬ 
picion alone is not enough to constitute a 
criminal charge.” 

Wendy Trombley, Fort Erie SPCA manager, 
said the NRP were called first and proceeded 
with the investigation. 

'We are available for any assistance need,” 
she said. 

This incident is "not common" but Tromb¬ 
ley stressed it's "always important to keep 
your pet’s safety in mind.” 

Anyone with information is asked to call 
the police at 905-871-2300 ext 2321 or Crime 
Stoppers at 1-800-222-8477.
